take  iU  bindmoji^  trifled  away  the  belt 
part  of  his  life  in  improving  his  mihd, 
and  had  the  effrontery  to  produce  fiich 
work**  as  no  other  Scotfman  was  ever 
capable  of,  and  to  difplay  fuch  candour, 
moderation,  impartiality,  penetration, 
and  tafte,  as  was  never  heard,  or  feen,  or 
conceived,  in  this  country  before ;  and 
we  hope,  for  the  prefervation  of  that 
national  character  which  we  have  en¬ 
joyed  ever  fince  Fergus  I.  will  never  be 
imitated  while  luh  and  moon  endure. 
It  is  chiefly  to  his  prepofterous  exertions 
that  we  ow'c  a  literary  reputation,  for 
which  W’e  had  no  occation,  which  we 
have  no  profpc<ft  of  evei  being  able  to 
fupport,  and  which  will  foon  bring  us 
into  double  difgrace  with  the  nations 
around  us,  by  railing  expedtations  that 
we  never  can  anfw-er.  Should  his  luke¬ 
warm  fceptical  humour,  which  has  al¬ 
ready  chilled  the  native  fire  of  fo  many  of 
our  youth,  continue  to  fpread  its  baleful 
influence,  we  lhall  foon  be  deprived  of 
that  charadtcrifticdl  fervour,  which  for¬ 
merly  impelled  us  to  fo  many  farpriling 
undertakings.  The  only  thing  that  can 
rdleviate  the  evils  that  are  come  upon  us 
through  his  means,  is  that  good  news 
which  yourcorrefpondent’s  letter  affords 
ns,  which  may  be  very  ufeful  in  deter¬

1  fliall  repeat  feme  of  thofc  things  I 
have  heard  advanced  againff  your  cor- 
rrfpondcni's  rcafoning,  vyithout  attemp- 
ting  to  anfwrr  them,  though  that  would 
be  no  hard  talk,  becaufc  the  honour  pro¬ 
perly  belongs  to  him  of  fettling,  beyond 
difpnte,  that'  great  and  itnpoitant  truth 
in  which  we  all  have  need  to  be  well 
rffabliihcd,  in  fuch  trying  and  fluking 
times. 

1.  Some  take  upon  them  to  deny 
that  Mr  llnme  a«5ti*d  the  fool  at  his  end; 
lor  they  fay  that  his  converfation  and 
behaviour  was  fo  much*  in  the  ufual 
flrain,  that  this  aigument  would  prove 
t*%o  much,  as  even  his  enemies  do  not 
pkv’tend  that  he  lived  like  a  fool. 

a  They  llkcwife  deny  that  he  died 
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indecently  humorous;  for  they  alledge 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  humorous 
part  of  Mr  Hume’s  converfation,  recited 
by  Dr  Smith,  but  what  is  decent  c- 
hough,  and  that  converfation  hap¬ 
pened  more  than  a  fortnight  before  his 
death.  They  do  not  prefume,  how¬ 
ever,  to  deny,  that  if  a  man  (hould  hap* 
pen  to  laugh  upon  any  occalioo,  and  ^ 
fo  ill  advifed  as  to  die  within  twenty- 
fours  after,  it  might  go  hard  with  him. 

y.  They  deny  that  he  died  fiemingly 
eafyt  for  they  affirm  that  he  died  cafy  in 
truth  and  reality.  ^ 

5.  That  he  died  without  hope,  they  * 
endeavour  to  difprove  by  the  teflimony 
of  his  phyfleian,  who  writes  that  he  died 
in  fnch  a  happy  compofurc  of  mind,  that 
nothing  could  exceed  it. 

6.  That  lie  was  pcrfedly  impious, 
and  a  downright  Athcift,  they  fay  is  a 
charge  that  fliould  never  be  brought  a- 
gainft  any  man  without  bringing  fome 
reafons  to  fupport  it.  When  1  beard 
them  talk  at  this  rate,  I  begged  them  to 
hold  their  peace,  for  they  only  expofed 
their  own  ignorance.  Ever  fincc  the 
world  began,  all  fuch  men  as  Hume  have 
been  reckoned  Atheifts  and  impious 
wretches,  and  fometimes  treated  as  fuch, 
.ind  nobody  was  ever  fo  foolilh  as  to  a% 
what  was  the  reafon  of  it.  That  they** 
are  fuch,  is  one  of  thofc  primary  truths 
which  (Irike  the  mind  at  once,  and  are 
incapable  of  being  deduced  by  rcafoning; 
from  any  pf  the  principles  of  human 
knowledge.  It  is  a  truth,  of  which  the 
mofl  illiterate  clowns  are  fully  convinced,' 
merely  by  its  own  evidence,  without  the 
fmallcft  aid  of  rcafoning :  the  common 
fenfe  of  mankind  teaches  it. 

7. '  That  he  refted  011  his  virtuc'thcy 
do  not  intircly  deny,  but  that  he  laid 
more  weight  on  it  than  it  w'as'able  to 
fupport,  requires  to  be  proved.  They 
aflert  boldly,  that  be  had  more  modeffy 
than  he  had  occaflon  for. 

8.  That  his  virtues  were  tinged  with 
enormous  pride  and  vanity,  is  a  charge, 
they  fay,  that  deflroys  itfelf,  while  the  ^ 
meaning  of  thefe  words  remains  the  fame* 
as  at  peefent. 

9.  That  he  difdained  confiilting  the 
Bible,  is  what  they  are  furpriied  to  bear, 

‘  when  they  coiiflder  how  many  flroket 
in  his  works  difeover  greater  intimacy 
with  that  book,  than  falls  to  the  (bare  of 
fome  of  thofc  ^ho  are  paid  for  Audying 
iU 

10.  They  allcdgc  further,  that  be  did 
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rot  jcft  with  death,  nor  brave  it,  but 
waited  its  approach  with  great  compo- 
and  though  he  had  jefted  with 
death,  he  was  not  much  to  blame,  as  it 
appears  from  the  account  of  his  lingering 
illneft,  that  death  had  long  jefted  with 
him. 

1 1.  That  he  outraged  the  facred  ora- 
c)ei,  and  the  common  feelings  of  huma* 
rity,  they  aver,  is  as  difficult  to  be 
proved,  as  all  the  other  charges  brought 
againft  them.  If  the  feripture  reprefents 
the  wicked  as  tortured  with  remorfc  at 
the  approach  of  death,  he  did  nothing  to 
prevent  the  fulfilling  of  the  feripture  ;  as 
he  had  not  been  a  wicked  man,  it  was 
none  of  his  bufinefs  to  die  with  remorfc. 
His  laft  letter  to  Dr  Smith  fliows  that  he 
fiiil  retained  fomc  feelings  of  humanity, 
and  fomc  grains  of  politenefs, 

12.  That  he  left  nothing  ko  himfclf, 
they  fay,  is  not  ftridlly  true,  for  he  ftill 
retained  fomething  of  a  good  confcience, 
and  hopes  of  a  better  ftate,  and  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  learning  and  genius  fo  peculiarly 
his  own,  that  none  of  his  cotemporaries 
can  have  any  (hare  in  it.  They  add  fur¬ 
ther,  with  g^eat  afTurance,  that  this 
charge  would  have  been  more  heavily 
urged,  if  it  had  been  thus  worded,  **  He 
left  nothing  to  Mr  E.  M.” 

Such  arc  the  pitiful  cavils  with  which 
they  endeavour  to  impugn  a  dodrine  of 
the  greateft  importance  to  the  confola- 
tion  and  upbuilding  of  very  many  rc- 
fptdablc  and  ferious  people.  No  doubt, 
Mr  E.  M.  your  correfpondent,  will  foon 
anfwer  them  fo  effedually,  as  for  ever  to 
ftep  the  mouths  of  thefe  vain  babblers. 

In  the  mean  time,  there  are  fome  of 
his  arguments  that,  with  all  their  ma¬ 
lice,  they  have  not  been  able  to  (hake. 

It  is  undeniable,  that  God  was  not  in 
any  of  his  words,  from  which  Mr  E.  M. 
rightly  infers,  that  he  was  not  refigned 
to  the  will  of  God.  This  whole  aigu-- 
ment  is  founded  upon  this  great  truth, 
that  God  is  not  named  in  thofc  parts  of 
Mr  Hume's  converfation  recited  in  Dr 
Smith's  letter.  Let  any  intelligent  per- 
ton  carefully  examine  that  letter,  laying 
his  finger  on  every  line  w’hcre  Mr  Hume 
is  introduced  (peakine  (that  he  may  be* 
furc  not  to  mifs  one  of  them),  and  if  he 
there  find  the  word  god,  Mr  £.  M.  and 
1  arc  willing  to  allow  this  argument  to 
have  no  weight  or  force  ;  nay,  if  he  cxa^. 
mine  the  whole  letter  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner,  he  will  be  convinced,  that  Dr  Smith 
and  Dr  Black  are  as  hardened  and  re- 
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gardlefs  of  God  as  Mr  Hume.— Such 
is  the  force  of  bad  example  I 

Another  thing  that  muft  for  ever  af- 
ceitain  Mr  Burners  condemnation,  is, 
that  he  was  venomous  to  the  clergy. 
Other  profligate  perfons  have  treated 
thefe  holy  men  injurioudy,  and  brought 
falfe  accufations  agaiuft  them,  which 
gave  them  no  fmall  trouble  to  clear 
themfelvcs  from ;  but  Mr  Hume  has  car¬ 
ried  his  malignity  fo  far,  that  he  has  faid 
things  againft  them  which  they  will  ne¬ 
ver  be  able  to  anfwer.  To  lay  things  to 
meutg  charge  that  arc  too  true  to  be  de¬ 
nied,  is  being  venomous  to  the  higheft 
degree. 

Thefe  quibbling  defenders  of  Mr 
Hume  have  not  been  able  to  juftify  his 
reading  fuch  profane  authors  as  Lucian 
wuthin  a  month  of  his  death ;  it  is  a 
thing  that  will  admit  of  no  palliation. 
Indeed,  1  tremble  when  1  confider  the 
defperate  wickednefs  of  our  profefTors 
and  ichoolmaflcrs,  who  are  fo  hardened, 
that  I  have  feen  fome  of  them  ftand 
with  an  eredt  countenance,  in  the  midft 
of  a  large  room,  preledtiug  to  a  croud  of 
fcholars  from  Hich  profane  authors  as 
Anacreon,  Xenophon,  Terence,  and  Ho¬ 
race,  whilft,  in  the  mean  time,  they  did 
not  know  but  that  they  were  ftandin^  on 
the  brink  of  eternity,  and,  in  the  twink- 
ling  of  an  eye,  the  houfe  might  tumble 
about  their  ears  and  crulh  them  to  atoms. 

How  well  this  poor  man  deferved  that 
fate,  i^hich  it  fo  evidently  appears  he  has 
found,  the  ferious  reader  will  eaftly  per* 
ccive  if  he  confiders  the  following 
ticulars:  “ 

Though  he  knew  he  was  born  to  a 
fmall  fortune,  and  that  knowledge  and 
prudence  are  of  much  more  value  than 
riches,  power,  or  pleafure,  yet  he  was 
feized  very  early  with  a  paffion  for  lite¬ 
rature,  which  became  the  ruling  paffion 
of  his  life. 

Though  he  knew  that  God  has  fixed 
no  limits  to  human  induftry,  but  hat 
given  us  the  faculty  of  reafon  to  exert 
and  improve,  to  the  utmoft,  in  every 
ufeftil  and  innocent  inquiry,  yet  he  ven¬ 
tured  to  think  for  himfelf,  and,  what  is 
more,  to  differ  in  opinion,  not  only  from 
his  predeceifors,  but  even  from  bis  ro- 
temporaries,  and  fome  of  them  younger, 
than  himfelf. 

Though  he  knew  that  he  was  liable, 
like  moft  other  men,  to  fad  into  mif- 
takes,  and  entertain  falfe  opinions,  yet 
he  infuHcd  the  common  (enfe  of  man- 
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Jcinil  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  he  fearer 
ever  advanced  any  thing  in  his  writings 
without  attempting  to  prove  it. 

little  regard  had  he  for  truth,  that 
ricglr(5ting  and  defpifing  all  thofe  me¬ 
thods  which  have  been  invented  for  its 
lUfence,  and  eftablifhed  as  the  laws  of 
flilpiitation  among  all  civilized  nations, 
he  neither  impeached  the  morals,  abwt\*d 
the  pci  fons,  vilified  the  iindcrftandings, 
infulted  the  misfoi  tunes,  nor  put  mali¬ 
cious  ronfiriu^Hons  on  the  words  and 
a61ions  of  thole  who  did  not  immediate¬ 
ly  adopt  all  his  new’-fangled  notions,  but 
left  his  rcafonings  to  (land  or  fall  by 
their  own  rr.erit. 

'riiough  he  knew'  that  impartiality  is 
one  of  the  firfi  duties  «*f  an  hiftorian, 
nnd  that  the  biitcrnefs  which  gives  fuch 
rrlilh  and  pt»ieuam  y  to  modern  hifiory 
is  luit  111  caleul.ired  to  improve  pofleri- 
ty,  yrt  hr  was  lb  belVdted  as  to  negled 
nttaclupg  himfelf  to  that  party  which 
was  in  a  capacity  to  rc\Aard  his  labours, 
nnd,  as  if  lie  had  not  been  a  Scotfman, 
but  <'uly  n  ci*i/en  of  the  w'orld,  he  ex- 
j'ofed,  with  great  coolnels,  the  excclTcs 
r'f  thofe  who  contcmleil  lor  liberty,  as 
well  as  foi  tlu>re  wlio  defended  the  pie- 
logatn  e. 

rheuph  he  knew  that  death  w'ls  ap. 
pointnl  fur  ,dl  men,  and  that  melanciioly 
or  auviety  could  be  of  no  avail  in  aveit- 
ing  the  ttioVe,  yet  he  v  aired  for  it  with 
chteibdnrfs  and  intrepidity. 

And  to  crown  all,  >ih1  fiil  up  the  cup 
of  his  inlouitlc  s,  though  he  knew’  that  a 
time  of  lickiu'fs  and  lanpniniing  is  im¬ 
proper  for  li l  ions  fitidits,  yet  in  his  Infl 
illnefs  he  a*ruicd  ♦.imlelt  with  books  (.f 
mtertainnuTt.  and  talked  facetioiilly  of 
bis  own  in  l.ncian’s  manner,  on 

the  Fih  of  A.npufi  1:76,  although  it  was 
deeiecd  th.at  lie  was  to  depart  this  life 
on  tre  ('f  the  fame  month,  arivl 

though  !ic  was  unapprifedof  that  decree.

himfelf  to  the  l>eaten  track,  and  employ¬ 
ed  his  talents  in  vilifying  every  one  who 
ventured  to  depart  from  it  one  inch  ei¬ 
ther  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left ; 
had 'he  abftained  from  corrupting  the 
age  with  a  dangerous  fceplicifin,  but  ra¬

tions:  Certainly  then,  when  the  afiro- 
i.omer  makes  his  ohfervations,  and  con- 
lider?  the  regularity  and  ronnedion  that 
are  exhibited  in  our  folar  fyfttm,  his 
ideas  of  the  wifdom  of  the  Supreme 
biing  will,  at  lea  A  ought  to  be  of  a  more 
exalted  kind.  It  is  really  amazing  that 
tliel'r  fiupendnous  globes  fhould  move 
in  llieir  oibits  with  fuch  regularity,  and 
produce  the  beautiful  and  agreeable  vi- 
eifiitutli’S  of  the  varied  feafons,  and  day 
aiul  night.  Without  the  interchange  of 
ftafons  neither  the  animal  nor  vegetable 
king  loins  would  appear  fo  beautiful ;

It  is  highly  agreeable  to 
the  Dave  and  the  wearied  traveller,  and, 
even  in  the  heat  of  fnmmcr,  greatly  in- 
vigorate'^  the  prodiu^ion  of  the  earth, 
llisviildom  is  alfo  obfervablc  in  the 
modifications  of  matter.  It  is 
rtallv  fi range  that  the  waters  fliould  be 
exhaled  from  the  ocean,  gathcretl  into 
clouds,  and  didiHed  upon  the  earth  in 
refrefiiing  Oiowcrs ;  by  this  means  vege¬ 
tation  is  nonrifticd  and  animals  prefer¬ 
red.  It  is  no  lefs  remaikabic  that  water 
fiioeiid  circulate  through  the  bounds  of 
the  earth  in  fprings,  and  rife  to  the  fum- 
ndls  of  hiigh  and  locky  mountains.  But 
kJiougli  mallei  may  be  varioufly  moUj- 


fied,  the  ftudent  of  nature  may  obferve 
that  nothing  is  loft,  nothing  left  nnoccu- 
pied,  nothing  made  in  vain,  and  that 
every  objed  exhibits  a  conlimied  variety 
which  ftrongly  evidences  the  wifdom  of 
God. 

If  we  change  the  feme,  and  take  a 
range  for  a  while  amongft  the  animal 
tribes,  we  muft  immediately  confels  that 
the  wifdom  of  Go<i  is  unfptMkably  great. 
In  man,  who  is  the  lord  of  that  kingdom, 
it  ftiincs  forth  with  peculiar  lufirr.  Ilis 
cred  an(J  lofty  poftiire,  the  amazing  con- 
jnndinn  of  his  animal  ami  rational  na¬ 
tures,  the  circulation  of  his  blood,  the 
digeftion  of  his  food,  the  nnans  by 
which  hr  arrives  at  his  knowledge,  and 
the  powci-b  and  faculties  of  his  mind  in 
the  ear  of  rcafon,  all  concur  to  eftablifti 
the  fad.  It  alio  appears  in  there  bring 
a  connedion  betwixt  the  fentimruts  of 
his  mind  and  the  indications  thereof; 
hiH  organs  of  fpcrch  are  fo  curiouny  con- 
ftruded,  that  he  can  modulate  them  in¬ 
to  a  variety  of  dift'erent  founds,  fl>#d  by 
that  means  difeover  his  intentiems  to  his 
fellow  creatures. '  This  fociety,  which  is 
the  freurity  of  mankind,  Is  rcn<lercd  en¬ 
dearing  and  delightful.  The  anatomift 
in  every  difl'edion  may  behold  proofs  of 
the  wifdom  (*f  God:  it  is  evident  in  nM 
the  five  fenfes;  thefe  are'  admir;fl)ly  fitted 
for  their  different  pnrpores,  and  are  no 
lefs  worthy  onr  obfervation  in  fome  of 
the  inferior  animals  than  in  man.  Thole 
of  the  herhiferous  kind  are  obferved  to 
he  endowed  with  a  furprizing  arnlenefs 
in  the  fenfes  of  tafte  and  fmell  ;  this 
enables  them,  from  a  variety,  to  chufe 
that  which  is  wholcfomc.  7‘hefe  alfo  of 
the  timid  fort,  that  are  eafily^madc  .a 
prey  of,  arc  remarkably  acute  in  the 
fenfes  of  hearing  and  feeing  ;  by  this 
means,  at  the  firft  approach  of  danger, 
they  take  the  alarm,  and  can  provide  for 
their  fafety.  But  to  mention  a  varrety 
of  examples  would  fwell  a  volume  ;  only 
in  general  it  may  be  obferved,  that  cveiy 
animal  is  fuited  to  its  dift'erent  element, 
has  fome  merhrd  or  other  by  which  it. 
defends  itfelf  f?om  danger,  and  ha^  a 
wav  of  procuring  its  food. 

With  a  few  obfervations  on  the  vege¬ 
table  kingdom  I  ftiall  conclude  my  re¬ 
marks. 

Here,  as  in  the  animal,  wt  might 
range  at  pleafure.  rind,  like  the  indiiftri- 
oiis  bee,  cull  fomething  of  the  agreeable 
from  even  the  moft  infignificant  flower. 
Here  there  is  a  variety  aud'  bcauty'i

'I'owns  are  the  fnpi'ort  of  the  hnlb.iinl- 
man  and  the  grazier.  Were  it  not  tor 
the  confumplof  their  commodities  made 
in  them,  the  farmer  muit  ceafe  to  grow 
corns,  and  the  latter  to  rear  cattle,  ex¬ 
cept  for  their  own  fnbliltence.  Towns 
.*re  tlic  feats  of  learning  and  urbanity  ; 
.♦.41!,  in  a  word,  towns  are  the  places  of 
l!:e  moll  refined  amufements. 

'rhe  bell  things  have  their  ir.conve- 
nifiteiis;  and  overgrown  cities  undoubt¬ 
edly  luve  many.  They  are  the  haunts

Nextf  Sir,  having  laid  fo  much  of  the 
city,  let  us  take  a  Ihort  jaunt  to  the 
country.  Some  writer  has  laid,  that  in 
the  city  one  convenes  only  with  men, 
but  in  the  country  with  God.  Now, 
Sir,  if  this  be  true,  as  1  hope,  for  the 
fake  of  all  our  fouls,  it  is  not,  there  need 
he  no  further  difpute  about  the  matter, 
as  !  bcheve  no  body  w’ill  be  fo  profane 
as  to  prefer  the  former  converfation  to 
the  latter.  It  has  likewife  been  faid, 
that  in  the  city  w’c  are  only  entertained 
with  the  works  of  art,  but  in  the  coun¬ 
try  with  the  works  of  nature,  not  conti- 
deiing  that  man  is  an  artificial  creature, 
and  tliat  art  is  fuily  as  natural  to  him  as 
nature  itfelf;  yet,  though  I  cannot  aflent 
to  thofc  extravagant  panegyrics  in  favour 
of  the  couiiti*)’,  I  mull  ow  n  that  there  is 
a  fomething  in  it,  by  which,  with  the 
bulk  of  mankind,  I  am  ftrongly  prepof- 
fcifcd  in  its  favour.  In  the  country, 
without  doubt,  there  is  much  more  tran¬ 
quillity  than  in  the  city  ;  and,  if  the 
inl’id  be  not  in  the  fault,  as  much,  if  not 
more,  real  happirefs  may  be  found  there. 
A  country  gentleman,  in  l.is  rural  em¬ 
ployments  and  rural  amufciueiils,  un¬ 
doubtedly  enjoys  as  much  iblid  fatisfac- 
tiiin  as  he  in  town  from  his  more  beaft- 
ly  purfuits.  The  pleafures  of  the  for¬ 
mer,  indeed,  may  not  be  lb  refined,  but 
then  the  purfuit  of  them  gives  him  Icfs 
lioublc,  expofts  him  to  few'er  difap- 
jMvintments,  and  when  poll'clfed  fill  his 
<)vgans  with  tatisfadlon  as  fully  as  the 
pnrinits  of  the  man  in  the  city  do  his. 
A  country  gentleman,  fuperiiUending 
the  iiuproveniems  of  his  efiate,  or  taking 
the  healthy  and  manly  exercifes  of  the 
river,  the  chace,  tlie  heath,  or  the  ice — 
his  wife  employed  lu  the  ceconomy  of 
her  fimily — or  both  in  mutual  vifits 
from  or  to  their  Iriend.s— fed,  I  am  con¬ 
vinced,  as  much  true  happinefs  as  thofe 
in  the  city  from  their  more  noify  and 
ghring  routes.  With  regard  to  bookilh 
men,  philofophers,  poets,  6tc\  the  coun¬ 
try  is,  cm  all  hands,  allowed  to  be  the 
[  vitpereft  pi'tcc  for  them.  Nowhere 
.'.re  the  mufes  faid  to  be  wooed  with 
more  fuccefs.  Aj  to  ihe  fempU  klntrj 
/w.’fj,  they  gung  about  their  wark  nK'bifi- 
hug  and  Jingingy  as  klythe  and  merry  as 
crukets*  It  Quad  d**  a  body* s  heart  gvdet

Memoirs  of  the  late  Mr  Henry  Wood¬ 
ward  of  Covent-Garden  Theatre, 

are,  perhaps,  few'  inllances 
X  •  where  the  defigns  of  parciits  have 
countera^ed  the  inclinations  of  their 
VoL.  XXXVI. 
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children  to  more  difadvantage  than  in 
the  hero  of  ihcfe  memoirs.  Had  they 
efTec'fually  taken  place  in  this  inftancr, 
one  of  the  beft  come<!ians  perhaps  the 
Knglilh  ftage  ever  produced,  would  have 
been  allotted  the  walk  of  obfciirity,  and 
Thalia  facrificed  at  the  altar  of  Dtilnefs 
one  of  her  moft  favourite  votaries. 

Mr  Wo<xlward  was  the  fon  of  a  tal¬ 
low-chandler,  who  followed  that  buti- 
nefs  many  yc»ri  with  reputation  and 
charaftcr.  This  being  his  eldtft  fon,  he 
detigned  hint  for  his  profefiion  ;  but  na¬ 
ture  and  inclination  both  forbade  it. 
Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  that  one 
poflefled  of  fuch  natural  comic  abilities 
ihould  relinquilli  fuch  a  profellion  fiir 
the  ftage  ;  for  though  he  might  have  lite¬ 
rally  Jhone  in  the  biifinefs  he  was  intend¬ 
ed  for,  the  bla%e  he  exliiliited  in  the 
theatrical  hemifphcre  mu  ft  l*e  confefled 
to  have  greatly  eclipfed  the  feebler  luflre 
of  his  family  profefiion. 

The  incident  that  claims  Mr  Wood- 
ward^s  fiift  appearance  on  the  fiage,  we 
believe,  was  in  confcquence  of  his  going 
apprentice  to  the  late  Mr  Rich,  the  cele¬ 
brated  manager  and  harlequin  of  Covent- 
Garden  theatre.  Under  this  great  maf- 
ter,  he  was  inftrii^tcd  in  the  graces  and 
agilities '  of  pantomime,  to  W'hich  he 
ailded  fo  confiderable  a  knowledge  of 
the  fock,  that,  when  he  h<ad  compleated 
his  indentures,  he  was  engaged  by  him 
as  a  comedian  at  a  very  genteel  falary  ; 
and,  from  an  attention  to  his  profefiioji 
(for  which  this  performer  is  exemplary', 
acquired  in  a  little  time  fo  tirll-rate  a 
reputation  in  that  walk,  that  in  the  year 
1  747  Mr  Sheridan,  manager  of  Smock- 
Alley  theatre,  Dublin,  engaged  him  at 
no  lefik  than  500 1.  to  perform  the  ciifuing 
winter. 

In  this  engagement  Mr  Woodward  w  as 
articled  as  a  comedian  and  harlequin,  in 
botii  which  departments  he  was  extreme¬ 
ly  ufeful,  and  brought  great  receipts.  In 
the  former  character,  he  attacked  Mr 
Foote  in  his  favourite  piece  of  Tea,  or  the 
Di'herjiotu  bf  the  Mornii^,  wuth  fuch  fu- 
perirvvi^rengf h  of  humour,  ridicule,  and 
mimicXry,  as  beat  him  out  of  the  field  ; 
and  in’  the  Utter  got  up  a  new  panto- 
mine  (nnee  altered^  to  Queen  Mab), 
which  did  tiis  invention  great  credit,  and 
his  principal  confiderable  fervicc.

If  Mr  Woodward  ?t  lids  lime  wanted 
any  Thing  to  give  the  tnll  diljday  to  Iiis 
comic  abiiitle.s,  it  was  his  ap.pcarance  in

Motwithltaiiding  this  management 
was  attended  with  fomc  fnccefs  in  the 
beginning,  yet  the  long  train  of  incum¬ 
brances  they  weie  clogged  with,  there 
not  being  audiences  enough  in  Dublin  to 
fnpport  two  honl’cs;  and,  above  all,  the 
tncciiipahble  dirpofuion  of  the  managers, 
rendered  liotli  their  profits  inferior  to 
their  lalaries  in  England  ;  indeed  this 
laft  circumfUnce  alone  would  have  been 
fudicieut  to  overturn  tlieir  feheme,  ab- 
ftra(fted  from  any  other  confiderntions, 
Barry  was  the  Mark  Anthony  in  life  he 
reprefented  on  the  ftage — fplendid,  gene¬ 
rous,  and  iuconfiderate,  whilft  his  part¬ 
ner,  the  reverfe,  looked  much  more 
through  the  medium  of  intcreft.  This 
contrariety  of  tempers  ftrft  produced  re- 
inonflranees ;  from  thence  it  blazed  to 
new  s* paper  quarrels,  in  w  hich  lx)th  par¬ 
ties  made  themfelvcs  ridiculous  ;  how¬ 
ever,  the  difpute  at  laft,  by  the  interpo- 
lition  of  fiicnds,  terminated  in  an  ami¬ 
cable  inani'cr,  and  Mr  Woodward  with¬ 
drew  hisiliarc,  on  getting  fecurity  to  be 
paiii  bis  oijifet,  in  yearly  inhallmcntR.

IN'  the  prefent  day  we  have  many  Jure 
divino  politicians,  who  talk  much  of 
feriptiiral  notions  of  government,  and 
wonder  what  objeclions  can  be  made  to 
that  kind  of  h*  mage  which  is  there  cn* 
joined  to  be  paid  to  kings,  and  thof- 
that  are  inverted  with  fupremc  authori¬ 
ty  :  But  we  are  to  conlidev  that  the 
jewilh  government  was  a  theocracy,  and 
fill  its  laws,  inrtitutrons  and  oiilinance.s 
were  fent  down  immediately  from  hea¬ 
ven  ;  and  thofe  who  were  inverted  with 
the  fiipreine  executive  power  on  earth, 
derived  their  authority  from  up  other 
fource  than  the  Moft  High  God.  They 
were  delegates  of  heaven,  chofen  repre- 
fentalives  of  the  King  of  kings,  exerci- 
fing  his  fupremc  authority  upon  earth, 
fnpported  by  his  p.iternal  protedion, 
and  accountable  for  their  adions  to 
none  hut  him.  Their  condud  w.is  not 
to  be  ferutinized  by  the  people  ;  and  to 
lift  up  the  hand  againit  the  Lord  s 
aiminted  was  facrilege  of  the  blaclieft 
nature,  and  to  he  puniilicd  with  inflaHt 
dcatlu  But  fiircly  all  thofe  w'ho  are  in¬ 
verted  with  kingly  authority  are  not  in 
the  fune  circiiinrtancts  ;  nor  do  they 
derive  their  power  immediately  from 
the  lame  fource  with  t!ic  Jewilh  mo- 
iiarchs,  and  confecpieiitiy  the  people  tin¬ 
der  them  are  not  fiound  by  the  paitieii- 
lar  politic  d  precepts  of  tlwr  theocracy, 
hut  by  the  laws  of  that  particular  go¬ 
vernment  under  w  hich  they  live  ;  and 
the  nature  of  their  liomage  to  their 
prince  can  alone  be  determined  by  Ihoic 
ijw«.

Character  ofS'r  Robert  Walpole. 
By  the  late  Earl  o/'Chcftcrfield. 

I  MUCH  queftion  whether  an  impar¬ 
tial  cliar. niter  {)f  Sir  Robert  Walpole 
will  or  can  be  t’anlrnitted  to  pofterity  ; 
fiT  he  go'frncil  this  kingdom  fo  long, 
\Iint  tlie  various  paliions  of  mankind 
riMi'/led,  and  in  a  manner  incorporated 
tlicmieivcs  with  every  thing  that  was 
laui  e.r  written  concerning  him.  Never 
wiis  man  more  liattcred  or  more  abufed ; 
sr.d  his  King  power  was  probably  the 
came  nj»»bi>th.  I  was  much  acquainted 
V  ith  him  both  in  Ids  public  and  private 
i'h  .  I  mean  to  do  impartial  juftice  to 
h’.s  ch.ar.icur  ;  and  therefore  my  pidiirc 
ot  him  will  perhaps  be  more  like  him, 
than  it  will  be  like  any  of  the  other  pic- 
tnrer  drawn  of  him. 

in  private  life  he  was  good-natured, 
c’uaifiii,  focial  :  inelegant  in  his  man- 
r.!..  s,  loofe  in  his  morals,  he  had  a  coarfe 
hioiig  wit,  which  he  was  too  free  of  for 
a  man  in  his  Itation,  as  it  is  always  iii- 
conliilfnt  with  dignity.  He  was  very 
able  a<-  a  miiiifter,  but  without  a  certain 
‘h'vation  of  mind  neceiriry  for  great 
or  great  mifehief.  Profufe  and 
^ppciciit,  his  ambiUoa  was  fubiVrvieiit 


to  his  defign  of  making  a  great  fortune. 
He  had  more  of  the  Mazarine  than  of 
the  Richelieu.  He  would  do  mean 
things  for  profit,  and  never  thought  of 
doing  - great  ones  for  glory.  He  waM 
both  the  beft  parliament-man,  and  the 
ableft  manager  of  parliament,  that  1  be¬ 
lieve  ever  lived.  An  artful  rather  than 
eloquent  fpeakcr,  he  faw,  as  by  intui¬ 
tion,  the  difpolition  of  the  houfe,  and 
prclVed  or  receded  accordingly.  So 
clear  in  dating  the  molt  intricate  mat¬ 
ters,  efpecially  in  the  finances,  that, 
vvhilft  he  was  fpeaking,  the  molt  igno¬ 
rant  thought  that  they  underfttKxi  what 
tliey  really  did  not.  Money,  not  prero-’ 
gative,  was  the  chief  engine  of  his  ad- 
mini  drat  ion  ;  and  he  employed  it  with  a 
fuccefs  which  in  a  manner  difgraccd  hu¬ 
manity.  lie  was  not,  it  is  true,  the  in¬ 
ventor  of  that  (hameful  method  of  go¬ 
verning,  which  had  been  gaining  ground 
infcnlibly  ever  lince  Charles  II.  but  with 
uncommon  ftJll  and  unbounded  profu- 
fion  he  brought  it  to  that  perfe<5lioii 
which  at  this  time  dilhonours  and  dlf- 
tredes  this  country,  and  which  (if  not 
checked,  and  God  knows  how  it  can  be 
now  checked)  mud  ruin  it. 

Belides  this  powerful  engine  of  govern¬ 
ment,  he  had  a  mod  extraordinary  talent 
of  perfuading  and  working  men  up  to 
his  purpofe.  A  hearty  kind  of  frank- 
nef-,  which  fometimes  feemed  impru¬ 
dence,  made  people  think  that  he  let 
them  into  his  fecrets,  whilft  the  impo- 
litenels  of  his  manners  feemed  to  atted 
his  fincerity.  When  he  found  any  btx!^ 
proof  againd  pecuniary  tempKationt; 
which,  alas  !  was  but  fcldom,  he  had  re- 
courfe  to  a  dill  worfc  art ;  for  he  latijth-’ 
ed  at,  and  ridiculed  all  notions  of  public 
viiine  and  the  love  of  onc*s  country, 
calling  them  the  cbimerieal  fchool-hoy 
JiiyJjtt  of  chiiftcal  learning ;  declaring 
liimfelf,  at  the  fame  time.  No  fainty  no 
Spartany  no  reformer.  He  would  fic-' 
.quently  afk  young  fellows,  at  their  fird 
appearance  in  the  world,  while  their  ho¬ 
ned  hearts  wc'-e  yet  untainted — “  Well, 

‘  are  yon  be  an  old  Roman  ?  a  pa- 
‘  triot  ?  Yoidll  foon  come,  od*  of  that, 

‘  and  grow  wifer.*'  And  thus  he  was 
more  dangerous  to  the  morals  than  to 
the  liberties  of  his  country,  to  which,*  I 
am  perfuaded,  that  he  meant  no  ill  in 
his  heart. 

He  was  the  cafy  and  profufe  dupe  of 
vvorreii,  aiij  in  fome  indances  indecent¬ 
ly  fu.  He  was  cxceflivcly  open  to-flat- 
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tfry,  pven  of  tUc  proflcft  kind,  and  from 
the  eoarfcd  bunglers  of  that  vile  p^ofeft 
lion,  whicii  eng.^ged  him  to  pal's  molt  of 
bi^  Icifure  and  jovial  hours  with  people 
who'e  blaftt'ii  chai  aders  reflected  upon 
his  own.  He  wan  lovc^  by  many,  but 
refpeCtei  by  none,  his  familiar  and  illi¬ 
beral  mirth  and  raillery  leaving  him  no 
dignity.  He  was  not  vindictive,  but  on 
the  contrary  very  placable  to  ihofc  who 
had  injured  him  the  moft.  His  good 
humour,  good-nature,  and  beneticence, 
ia  the  (everal  relations  of  father,  huf- 
hand,  matter,  and  friend,  gained  him  the 
the  warmeil  afleCtious  of  all  within  that 
circle. 

Ilis  name  will  not  be  recorded  in  hif- 
tory  amongft  the  beft  men,  or  the  beft 
rniniflers  ;  but  much  let's  ought  it  to  be 
ranked  amongft  the  worft.

NK  of  the  happieft  conreqiicnces  At¬ 
tending  the  civilization  of  a  people 
is  the  iutercoui  ic  maintained  by  letters 
throughout  the  fi'ciety  :  It  is  the  grand 
mean  by  which  trade  is  condudeJ,  it 
pi  cferves  the  bonds  t>f  fritiidfliip,  it  cates 
the  anxiety  of  the  parent,  and  condoils 
the  abfent  wife.  To  ft  rm  fomc  idea  of 
il&  value,  we  have  only  to  imagine  what 
would  be  the  diftrefsful  tonlcquenoe 
were  we  <lcprivcd  of  it.  I’ut,  if  the  pub¬ 
lic  derive  fiich  material  benefit  from  tliis 
mutual  iutercourfc,  it  becomes  of  courfc 
a  pri  'cipal  duty  in  the  legiflaturc  to  do 
every  thing  p«>ft)blc  to  facilitate  this  fpe- 
CK’S  of  tiUut  ct)nwrle,  if  1  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  l.hc  ex^iefl'ion,  and  to  render  it  as 
e‘|uil  to  an  adual  interview  between  the 
correfpondents  as  the  nature  of  thimrs- 
will  admit.  It  is  juft  that  the  public 
Ihould  pay  for  this  general  and  material 
convenience  ;  nay,  I  hold  it  a  very  equi¬ 
table  mode  of  r.iihng  a  rnoilerate  reve¬ 
nue.  The  privilege  of  franking  reduces 
this  revenue  materially,  ajid  levies  almoft 
I  lie  whole  of  what  is  railed  injudicioully 
,<iul  uneqr.itahlv  ;  for  three-fnirths  of 
this  Tax  is  levied  on  trade,  which  fliould 
meet  with  every  polFiblc  indulgence  and 
c’licouragemcnl  in  a  nation  ot  merchants; 
and,  whil^  the  poor  foKlieTt.  wife  pays 
her  Urt  f»i:i>eiice  to  icdeem  a  letter  from 
ber  hufbatid,  the  lady  id  tp.ulily  receives 
free  from  h^r  alUr  au  epillle  of  three 


fliects  in  length,  written  with  admirable 
ikill— about*  nothing.  In  Ihort,  letters 
of  mere  amufement,  and  thofc  which 
pafs  betw’cen  people  of  fortune,  are  ge¬ 
nerally  exempted  from  this  tax  :  But,  as 
it  is  juft  that  the  public  flmuld  pay  (cr 
the  advantages  they -receive  from  the 
poft-oflice,  furely  they  may  as  juftly  <le- 
mand  that  tlic.baliiiefs  thereof  fhoiild  be 
coududed  with  all  the  propriety  and 
fafety  poflible  ;  and,  as  1  am  converfant 
in  the  occonomy  of  the  office,  I  ffiall 
point  <*ut  a  tew'  particulars  in  which  that 
oeconomy  is  principally  defedivc.  The 
poftmafters-general  have  ever  been  anxi¬ 
ous,  to  raife  the  revenue  of  the  office, 
and  therefore  reduce  the  carriage  of  the 
mails  fo  low,  that  the  contradors  for  the 
riding  in  general  cannot  afford  to  employ 
men  ;  and  it  miift  be  obvious  to  every 
one  that  a  boy  of  eight  or  ten  years  of 
age  is  £  very  improper  perfon  to  be  in- 
Irufted  with  the  care  of 'an  impoitant 
mail.  The  hearts  of  humireds  may  beat 
in  expedation  of  their  letters,  whilJl  the 
mail  (It  tayed  by  the  poft-boy's  having 
flopped  to  gby  at  marbles,  or  to  look  on 
a  match  ot  cricket.  Should  not,  therc- 
lore,  Inch  an  allowance  be  made  tor  the 
riding-work,  as  would  enable  the  con- 
tr.idcr  to  perform  it  properly  ?—Far- 
llur,  in  moft  country  towuis  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  the  falar)’^  allowed 
to  thofe  w'lio  keep  the  poft-offices  i«  fo 
trifling,  that  lew  but  publicans  will  be 
troubled  with  the  employment ;  and  the 
general  character  cf  tliefe  rcfpectable 
ineinbers  ol  locicty  pro'es  how'  worthy 
they  arc  of  being  appointed  to  a  trufl  of 
fv>  much  importance. 

Is  it  not  amazing,  that  the  ad  of  par¬ 
liament,  which  regulates  the  tax  of  pot¬ 
tage,  Ihould  nuthoHi'c  this  tax  to  be  \'a- 
rieJ  according  to  the  nature  of  the  in- 
clofure^  the  letters  contain  ?  What  mcr- 
chint  will  WTite  on  the  cover  of  his  let¬ 
ter,  whether  bills  of  exchange,  bank¬ 
notes,  patterns,  or  hills  of  lading,  arc 
cor.taincd  in  it,  or  wnat  number  of  each  ? 
How  then  is  the  letter  to  be  taxed  ?  'J*hc 
poft-oflice,  ftiidious  of  raiflng  the  reve¬ 
nue,  cui  ioufly  pries  into  the  letter,  per¬ 
haps  pulls  open  the  e«uls  to  examine  the 
contents ;  and,  provided  he  does  not 
break  liie  leal,  he  flatters  himfelf  he  is 
not  guilty  of  a  breach  of  his  oath,  “  that- 
he  w’ill  not  open  any  letter  as  if  the 
crime  did  not  conlift  iu  giving  himfelf 
an  opportunity  of  perilling  the  coiUeiits.* 
When  this  pudice  of  peeping  into  1^1- 
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IcTS  is  countenanced  in  a  f'ublic  office, 
it  (.pens  a  door  to  theft,  and  is  produc¬ 
tive  of  many  other  evil  confcquences.  I 
have  therefoie  only  this  iiiigle  qucllion

1  T  II  inconceivable  pleafure,  I 
heard  the  recorder,  in  his  charge 
to  the  juiy  at  our  quarter-feflions,  de¬ 
clare,  That  the  Engliih  laws  contaiued 
an  adequate  redrcls  for  every  inquiry 
that  a  loyal  Rriton  could  receive,  either 
in  his  character,  body,  or  property.  If 
our  laws  merit  li>  loud- founding  a  pane- 
eyrie,  if  they  are  fo  well  calculated  to 
promote  focial  virtue  and  civilized  hap- 
pinefb,  how  comes  it  to  pafs,  faid  I  to  a 
i>y-ftander,  that  we  have  h*  many  com¬ 
plaints  of  tyranny,  oppreflTion,  fraud, 
circinuvcntion,  flander,  and  midnight 
ftabbin^  (uitr.efs  Mr  B— — ’s  blood- 
threatening  and  fire-menacing  letter,)? 
“  All  ibefe  will  arife,  (faid  he)  in  a  great 
intaUire,  from  the  mal-adtniniftralion  of 
magifirates,  who  execute  our  fia- 
tu‘e  laws.  Through  their  ignorance, 
t  ctiality,  party-rage,  and  fa(5tiou8 
Ij  lccn,  juflice  is  often  perverted,  and 
tie'htcoufnpfs  lies  bleeding.  Among  o- 
thcr  illegal  deeds  in  'this  borough, 
added  he,  the  bakers,  a  moft  ufefu!  and 
1  eccflr.iry  craft,  are  juft  now  grien*oufy 
op;  refitd  by  the  coiirt-leet.**  On  re¬ 
turning  home,  and  confiilting  my  lavv- 
lu*<.ks,  I  found  my  friend^s  remark  juft, 
tiiat  the  bakers  were  greatly  injireed. 
'J'he  court-lcet  fupei intend,  among  o- 
thcr  things,  the  weight  and  quality  of  all 
boMd  made  for,  and  cxnofcd  to  fale  in 
this  town.  Tliis  fundtion,  for  fomc 
time  part,  they  have  exerdfed  with  an 
unprecedented  rigour,  and  unjuft  fcvc- 
r'ty.  They  have  weighed  loaves  four, 
five,  or  fix  davs*  okl,  and-,  pretending  a 
deficiency  or  weight,  have  violently 
ieized  the  bread,  aiid  caufed  the  bakers 
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to  be  fined.  This  is  the  bakers*  cafe;  a 
cruel  opprelfion,  condemned  by  the  fta- 
tute,  cullom,  and  thofe  fountains  of 
equity',  the  courjts  of  law.  'J'hcfe  three 
tlie  bakers  have  on  their  fide,  yet  fuli'er 
by  thclaftadt  of  parliament  for  regulating 
bread,  fedt.  25.  The  penalty  for  every 
ounce  lefH  than  the  aflize  foi  the  time, 
is  from  five,  to  one  ftiiliing  ;  but  no  pe¬ 
nalty  ca#i  be  inflidled  by  any  jultice,  un- 
lels  the  bread  be  weighed  before  him, 
and  found  deficient,  within  24  hours 
after  that  identical  bread  has  been 
baked,  or  within  24  hours  after  the  ba¬ 
ker  has  fold  it,  or  within  24  hours  after 
it  has  been  expofed  to  fale.  The  court- 
leet.  then,  dare  weigh  no  bread  that  has 
been  24  hours  and  60  feconds  out  of  the 
oven,  nor  after  it  has  been  on  the  fliop 
lliclvcs  24  hours  and  i  minute,  nor  after 
they  have  fold  it  above  one  natural  day. 
This  is  the  true  parliamentary  expoil- 
tion  of  this  part  of  the  adt  ;  to  which  the 
beft  natural  gift  ot  Heaven,  common 
fenfe,  joins  iffuc;  for  bread  lofes  weight 
every  hour,  its  moifture  being  Icftened, 
and,  by  the  adtion  of  the  circumambient 
air,  its  fineft  particles  are  exhaled.  To 
this  explanation  of  the  adt,  cuftum  gives 
its  verdidt;  for  in  that  great  city,  Lon¬ 
don,  and  its  environs,  the  inqueft  never 
weigh  bread  but  on  the  day  it  is  baked, 
and  if  a  ftale  or  crufty  loaf  comes  under 
iTvicwq  it  is  .difeharged  like  a  worn  out 
foldicr,  from  marching  into  the  fcales, 
and  caft  by  as  an  exception  from  the  ge¬ 
neral  difeipline  of  the  ne^vntade  bread. 
The  conrts  in  Weftminfter  Iiavc  given 
their  fandtion  to  the  above  interpreta¬ 
tion.  Some  years  ago,  a  public-fpirited 
baker  in  Briftol  was  opprefiTcd  (in  like 
manner  with  the  bakers  here)  by  ftune 
invidious  neighbours  ;  he  applied  for  rc- 
drtfs  in  a  legal  way,  and  obtained  it, 
with  triple  cofts.  No  half-penny  rolls 
are  cognizable  by  the  prefeiit  ftatute; 
they  arc  forbidden  fruit,  which  the  conn-* 
ket  would  do  well  henceforth  nevrr  t(# 
touch  nor  handle. 

H  the  court-leet  go  on  in  their  adts  of 
opprefiion,  the  bakers  may  juftly  fue 
tliem  at  law  for  taking  their  property 
from  them  in  an  ilK^al  and  uncoriftitu- 
tional  way.  Lord  M— —  will  give 
them  ample  redrefs  ;  for  the  foie  drift  of 
t  he  bread  adt  is  to  prevent  roFtfr/  from 
preying  on  the  public.

“  It  IS  true  that  England,  too  cleartv 
perceiving  her  approaching  ruin,  would 
not  fail  to  make  heavy  and  loud  com¬ 
plaints.  The  parKament  would  imme* 
diatcly  pfs  bifls  to  fnpprefs  this  com¬ 
merce,  10  ruinous  to  their  nation  ;  but 
have  you  not  every  opportunity  of  fmug- 
gling  r  an  opportunity  the  more  infalli¬ 
ble,  as  yours  is  a  country  which  has  a 
thoufand  roads  through  woods  to  pafs 
to,  and  repafs  from  you.  Have  you  not 
betides,  in  your  intereft,  your  faithful 
ravages  ?  Tmu^lers  fo  much  the  more 
happy,  as  no  omcer  of  the  revenue  would 
dare  attempt  to  fearch  th^ir  canoes,  be-

Though  thefe 
afl'emblies  have  not  yet  the  power  of 
making  our  own  laws,  yet  they  have  at 
lead  the  privilege  of  refufing  thole  which 
are  injurious  and  rntnous  to  the  coun¬ 
try  ;  and  perhaps  the  day  it  nai  far  dif 
tiinty  when  they  will  MU  pafTed  in 
England,  though  invefied  with  the  high- 
efi  authority.  Can  you  think  that  the 
members  of  thefe* general  afiemblies  wid 
be  fuch  enemies  to  themlelves  and  their 
country,  as  meanly  fubmit  to  the  orders 
of  England,  ibould  they  take  it  in  their 
heads  to  compel  ns  to  give  them  a'gui- 
nea  for  what  we  can  purchafe  in  Cana¬ 
da,  in  our  own  ports,  for  a  penny  ?

When  a 
law  is  fent  to  us  from  England,  our 
vernori  are  obliged  toddmmuoicate  its 
contents  to  the  difoent  members  of  our 
provincial  alTemblift,  who  make  them 
public.  On  the  day  fixed  for  receiving 
It,  the  fefiions  are  held  in  the  court-, 
h^fe ;  but,  before  anv  thing  is  deter¬ 
mined,  the  fubftanee  or  the  debates  are 
reported  to  the  people  alfembled  in  a 
fbacious  place,  and  their  accUnutlons  or 
dtmours  finally  decide  the  fate  of  the 
Ikw.  Before  this  day  of  decifion,  in 
which  public  aflhirs  are  brought  to  a 
crifis,  a  thoufand  private  meetings  are 
held  among  particular  individuals,  in 
which  the  public  intereft  is  properly  dif- 
cufl'ed  with  patriotic  impartiality.  Thefe 
particular  afremblies  give  the  word,  put 
the  whole  in  motion,  and  infpirc  the  in-* 
habitants  with  proper  fentiments.  They 
raife  the  cry  of  approba|ion  or  dilTent  as 
may  be  necelfary  on  the  occafion,  and 
the  aflembly  and  government  are  obliged 
to  agreeably  to  the  voice  of  the 
ple.  Never  do  thefe  people  aflemhle  m 
greater  numbers  than  when  they  have* 
reafon  to  think  the  public  good  is  iu 
danger.  It  ia  not  likely  that  the  pro¬ 
vincial  aflTembly  would  dare  to  take  n; 

•  part  againft  the  general  intereft  iq  view, 
when  forty  or  fifty  thoufand  men  arc 
readg  to  cootradift  them.  Can  we  fup-< 
pofe  tha^  thi*  forty  or  fifty  thf>ufand 
men,  collc^d  together  in  our  fi)t:area 
and  meadows,  would  be  fo  forgetful  or 
carelefs  of  themieVvrs,  as  to  fubferibe  to' 
their  own  ruin,  plotted  by  the  members 
of  the  aflemblyv’Confifiing  of  bftt  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  venal  andcorrupteo  knaves?— No,, 
no,  Sir ;  thefe  people  attend  folely  to 
^  their  intereft,  and  will  obftinately  mam-* 
tain  thofe  fentiments.  The  like  intereft* 
would  be  found  in*  the  commerce  of  Ca¬ 
nada  ;  a  commerce  eafily  promoted, 
without  rilk,  and  at  an  raff  rate.  From 
hence  conclude  that  a  knowledge  of  it* 
is  an  eflential  point.* 

**  For  alntiwft  an  age  our  different  eo« 
lollies  of  America  had  held  vtrj  trifHng^ 
correfpondences  with  eaeh  other.  Enw  ^ 
ployed  in  faitning  and  eftahtithing  t|iem'^ 
-felvcs,  they  had  but  Utile /con ne^km 
with  their  beighbouti.  Befidei, 
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povcrnmf  nts  are  different :  Some  are 
proprlet^iry  aiul  hereditary;  others- be¬ 
long  to  England,  whofc  laws  and  com¬ 
merce  they  follow  :  their  religion  i*.  dif- 
ftnnt,  ainl  fonietimes  oppetite.  Hence 
ifje  little  union  among  tluin.  They 
lolc,  one  after  another,  alnroft  without 
knowing  it ;  but,  fince  the  war,  things 
feent  to  wear  a  new  face,  and  the  plan-  • 
rers  aie  much  improvetl  in  their  niaii- 
ners,  viewfi,  and  fentiments.  As  we 
have  been  forced  to  railc  large  bodies  of 
troops  in  our  pioviiices  to  face  ytnir 
Canadians,  who  alTiO  the  French  forces, 
a«d  attack  us  on  all  lides,  e.ieli  r*rovince 
ba‘-  •ni  ninird  its  quota  ;  the  pl.niiers  of 
ihcv;  ^iTcnl  colonics  have  alftinblcd  un¬ 
der  one  handard,  and  thus  an  acquain¬ 
tance,  coiMirction,  and  intcrcourfe  are 
cdablilhed,  and  the  union  cemented  ; 
an  importanl  hep  for  us,  fince  wc  now 
lhall  as  it  were  go  hand  in  hand  for  the  fu¬ 
ture.  Our  rights  will  be  refpc^tedjlx  raufc 
it  would  be  dangerous  to  attack  them, 
whatever  might  be  the  fuccefs  of  fuch 
an  CHterprife.  I  (Tull  fay  nothing  fur¬ 
ther  on  this  laft  article,  which  is  loieign 
to  the  purpofe  of  this  letter  ;  the  difeuf- 
fion  thereof  1  ihall  defer.tiil  a  future  op¬ 
portunity.  I  now'  return  to  the  com¬ 
merce  of  Canada. 

“  From  every  circiimftance  I  have  the

If  lam  m>t 
very  mneJi  midakiji,  all  our  colonies,  in 
Irfs  than,  ten  years,  will  catch  fire  on 
this  occaliou.  Indeed,  there  are  hardly 
any  means  of  preventing  it,  fince  lab(*ur 
is  It  fnch  an  exoibitant  late  in  Fn^lam! : 
a  ntcellary  event  i«i  a  country  which  has 
erifirhed  itfelf  coiifiderably  by  tom-

•“  'I'hii  prophetic  event  is  the  more 
fure,  and  the  fooner  to  be  expelled,  a»- 
llie  opulence  of  our  colonics  is  not  every 
where  on  an  equal  footing.  Some  arc 
rU:h,  others  poor — the  one  can  pay  the 
high  pried  of  Englifli  merchandife,  the 
others  cannot.  No  diltindion  is  made 
in  the  markets  ;  the  price  is  equal  to  all: 
the  pooreft  foil  ihtn  will  begin,  forced 
by  nt  ceflity  and  inability,  to  complain, 
to  raife  the  ftandard  of  rebellion^  and 
draw  the  ricbeft  after  them.  It  is  un- 
rcafimible  to  rob  them,  by  forcing  them 
to  buy,  at  a  high  price,  wlwit  they  can 
have  almoll  for  nothing.  Common  in- 
tercll  will  unite  them,  and  what  will  be 
the  event  of  it  ? 

“  J  lhall  difeufi  this  matter  more  par¬ 
ticularly  in  a  future  letter,  which  I  re- 
feive  for  you.  What  I  dare  previoufly 
afi'ure  y»  u,  from  a  knowledge  {yf  our  fi- 
tuation  and  feutiments,  is,  that  England 
will  fall  the  firft  vidim.  This  afiair  is 
the  more  unhappy,  as  I  fee  no  means  of 
removing  the  evil,  and  lovveiiiig  the 
price  of  their  commoditici*,  feeing  the 
riches  of  England,  the  enormity  of  taxes 
and  ftibfidics,  her  national  debt,  and  the 
annual  cxpences  of  the  fiate,  mull  form 
an  iudifpenfiblc  law'.  This  who  lives 
will  fee  !— In  the  mean  lime,  I  think  I 
have  faithfully  anfwcrcd  your  queftien, 
and  o|'*ened  to  you  an  infallible  method 
of  railing  the  commerce  of  Canada  to 
the  higlitQ  degree  of  profperity  and  hap- 
pinefs.  I  hope  your  court  will  embrace 
this  ailvicc  ;  and  I  liope  fo,  as  much  for 
my  own  advantage,  as  for  that  of  our 
planters,  my  fellow-citifens. — I  have  the 
honour  to  be,  dec.

i.  ftruments  of  'war,  under  the  penal¬ 
ties  provided  by  the  fame  ordinance : 
We,  with  the  view  of  giving  to  our  moft 
dearly  Ireloved  brother,  the  king  of 
Great  Britain,  a  new  proof  of  our  friend- 
(hip,  and  of  the  intereft  we  take  in  the 
good  of  his  fervire,  do,  by  the'advice  of 
our  privy  council,  hereby  prolong,  for 
the  further  term  of  one. year,  the  effect 
cf  oiif  faiJ  oidinaiice,  lhall  couti- 
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nuc  in  force  in  all  its  points  and  articles^ 
until  the  ayth  of  April  1778.

Upon  the  fioint  of  their  being  injurious 
to  liberty,  he  faid,  that  it  was  not  at  any 
rate  to  the  point,  lince  the  people,  if 
they  did  not  defirve  to  be  free,  had  at 
leafl  the  difpofition  to  be  diverted.

Mr  JViikt  s  was  mnch  for  it ;  he  repro¬ 
bated  Sir  W.  Bagot’s  antient  hiftory,  by 
qn^ling  Lselius  and  Sdpn,  tlie  friends 
ot  Terence  in  the  beft  times  of  Rome, 
and  ihewed  how  much  better  the  theatre 
was  Umii  the  ale-houfe,  flee.

Gitpt,  Ltitterel  withdrew  the  hard  ex- 
preHlons  that  had  dropt  upon  Mr  Lei^b 
at  the  bar,  uftng  the  word  ejfronUry, 

Mr  Harris  Went  very  far  bade  Into  4n- 
tient  hiftory,  to  dcmonflratc  the  great- 
utility  of  public  thc.^res  under  proper 
regulations  ;  and  argued  upon  the  very 
face  of  the  complaint  made  againft  the 
prefent  management  of  the  theatres,  at.
